This, obviously, is a fundamen- 
tal requirement for purposes of identification. An- 
other is that in certain cases voters may be reg 
istered on election day, which is not only dangerous 
but unnecessary, since under a proper system of per- 
manent registration, voters may register at any time 
throughout the year except for a Short interval be- 
fore election. A third is that reports from lodging 
house and hotel keepers, a safeguard against fraud, 
must be demanded by three members of the Election 
Board, instead of by one member. There is no rea- 
son why a majority of the board should be required 
to produce such reports. 

It has been proposed in some quarters that St. 
Louis should accept the kind of permanent registra- 
tion set up in House Bill 291. We feel confident that 
our Election Board would not agree to that. If it 
should embark on a eampaign to obtain permanent 
registration for St. Louis, certainly it should choose 
the best system obtainable, and not one containing 
the germs of corruption. 

Next Tuesday the House Committee on Blections 
will hold a hearing on permanent registration legis 
lation, and the St. Louis on Board will be per- 
forming a duty, as well as grasping an opportunity, 
by appearing at Jefferson City in favor of it.

The proposal is presented to the 
court and the court shall confirm 
it if it provides an equitable and 
feasible method of liquidation for 
the secured creditors and of finan- 
cial rehabilitation for the debtor; 
if it is for the best interest of all 
creditors; if the debtor has been 
guilty of nothing that would be a 
ground for denying his discharge, 
and if the offer and its acceptance 
have been made in good faith. 

“Only Time and Method.” 

The crux of the bill, insofar as 
it relates to individual debtors, is 
the permission given the judge to 
extend the time of payment of a 
secured debt. This permission is 
specifically qualified as follows: 
“Provided, however, that such ex- 
tension or composition shall not 
reduce the amount of or impair 
the lien of any secured creditor, 
but shall affect only the time and 
method of its liquidation.” 


“It can well be understood,” said 
Senator Hastings, “that the provi- 
sion affecting secured creditors did 
not find its way into the bill with- 
out the most careful consideration. 
I did not suppose at the beginning 
of the discussion that I could be 
persuaded to write into any bank- 
ruptcy bill anything that would in 
any way affect a secured , 
but I came to the conclusion that 
in these days of uncertainty and 
distress, it was wise to do some-

“bankruptcy” law within the mean-

60 long as they remain on the stat- 
ute books. 

Cummings wag one of the first 
New Englanders to support Roose- 
velt for the presidency and was an 
gdviser from the start of the cam- 
paign. A former chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee, he 
was in the group that managed the 
successful Roosevelt fight at the 
Chicago convention. 

Active in Politics Since 1806. 

He is 62 years old and an attor- 
mey. He has been in politics since 
William Jennings Bryan's first 
campaign in 1806. For many years 
he has been one of a handful of 
men who kept the Democratic par- 
ty alive in the traditionally Repub- 
lican State of Connecticut. 

In 1920 he headed the National 
Committee for six months and de- 
livered the keynote speech at the 
convention which nominated Roose- 
velt for the Vice-Presidency. Cum- 
mings, twice an unsuccessful sen- 
atorial nominee in his State, was 
mentioned for the presidential nom- 
ination that year, but he refused 
to become a candidate. 

He never has hesitated to dis- 
agree with the other Connecticut 
Democratic leaders if he did not 
share their views. In 1924 he sup- 
ported William G, McAdoo for the 
presidency though the majority of 
his State delegation favored Al- 
fred K. Smith. Again last year 
the delegation was bound to Smith 
after Cummnings had led an un- 
successful fight to pledge the group 
to Roosevelt.

Superintendent Predicts If 
Revenue Is Not Increased 
Rural Children Will Be 


'

JEFFERSON CITY, March 
The public schools of Missouri are 
to receive less than half their ap- 
portioned quotas for 1933, Charles 
A. Lee, State Superintendent of 
Schools, said yesterday. 

The last available school money 
for 1933 to be credited to the 
schools March 15 will amount to 


10.5 per cent of all quotas, Lee said. 
The public schools received $3,- 
498,622 or 344 per cent of all quot- 


us for 1933 last August. The March 


payment brings tlie total paid to $4,- 
589,516 or 44,9 per cent of the total 


apportionment for this year. The 
original quota for Missouri schools 


totaled approximately $11,000,000. 
New Method Helps. 

In commenting on the State’s 
school finances, Lee said: 

“The new method of distribution 
of school funds as provided in the 
new school law has helped materi- 
ally to meet the crisis for this year. 
In addition, the schools received 
one-third of the ordinary revenue 
for a 20-month period, and in many 
cases the teachers are donating as 
much es two and three months’ 
salary, all of which will enable the 
schools to be maintained during 
this year in a fairly satisfactory 
manner. 

“The real crisis will arise during 
the next school year. Unless the 
State provides additional revenue, 
it is difficult to forecast just what 
the result will be. There is no ques 
tion but that public education in 
this State is facing @ complete 
breakdcwn. a 

“Our public schools are financed 
largely by the antiquated property 
tax system. In many cases the val 
uations have been reduced 30 per 
cent and the delinquent taxes have 
mounted, all of which, coupled with 
the extreme shortage of revenue 
for next year, will make it impos- 
sible for many districts to provide 
even a semblance of a satisfactory 
school program.
